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Miscellaneous Military Information 


Wollin: In Wollin there are about 1,500 men of whom 500 are voliticel 
police (MVD) and the rest are marines end motorized troops. Some 

of the wen ave working for the Poles and with them are about 100 
Polish Commnists. The latter are worse than the Russians themselves 
in persecuting the natives. A Russian, Colonel Orloff, is in charge 
of the group and the second in comsand is a Polish captain named 
Borowski. Brnkers and blockades are being built along the coast from 
Wollin to Stolp (Slupsk) and the construction work is said to be under 
the divection of the Polish Army officers. The town of Bialygrad has 
been made a restricted area. There are said to be about 6,000 Husalans 
and Germans in Bialygrad who are working for the Russians in the erection 
of an arma factory whose production is planned to cover the require- 
menta of the Rusaian soceupled Zone in Germany, Mines and bombs for the 
marines aro reported to be produced here. 


Koslin (Keszalin): In K8sl4n there are about &,000 troops, about 3,000 
of whom are Poles. The Polish troops sre under the command of a Polish 
Lieutenant Colomel Walkowick, who has beon loaned for thie service by 
the Polish Army Command;they do patrol duty and sarry on raids along 
the ecast. The man in charge of the whole group ie a General Opawal 
woo apeaka excellent Polish. Tt is said that General Opawal was Polish 
and went to Russia when he was found guilty of frenduleat conduct in 
the Poligh army, and’ later returned to Poland with the Russiang. 


Dyrtow: Here there are about 3,000 marines and MVD peraonnel. The 
marines are commanded by 4 Pole, Captain Mislinski,, whe served in the 
Polish Marines as boatawain on the gunboat Pilsudski and was dismissed 
from the Marines fer his propaganda activities and for instigating 
mitiay. The marines have been assigned patrol. duty on the coast line 
betwaen Dyrtow and Kossalin. They are equipped with autos and motor= 


eyeles and are under the jeadership of a Polish MYD man named Rypin. 


Stolp (Slupsk): fn Stolp there are nexly crected plants for nanufacturing 
tanks and airplanes which are reported to have machinery which has been 
removed from Germany recently. Furthermore, there are said to be about 
1,800 German technicians and apecialized workers there who live in 
barracks surrounded by barbed wire and guards. ‘There are said to be 1 
3,000 men in these plants under the direction of Commandant?t kewoe ane 
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In the tovm itself there are few Germans. The main part of the popu- 
lation is made up of Communistic Poles who have recently arrived and 
who are said to be working for the Russians. 


5, leba: There is a prison camp at Ieba for rolish officers who did not 
cooperate with the Covernment. They live under very poor conditions 
and work 12 hours a day alone the coast on blockades and other work. 
At this camp there are 600 Soviet troops and militia, most of whom 
were Russian agents durine the wars: The Commandant is a Fole nased: 
Bielin who was formerly Police Commissioner in the towm of ./ilno. 


6. lLauenbury (Lebork): The Coastal Command for the revion \ollin-Lauenbure 
Zs located in Lauenbtrg and is commanded by Vice admiral amiljanor. 
The second in covwand is Captain Serreij and the “Varine officers 
are “urawial end Abramo, who are in charre of patrol duty along the 
coast, At the headcuarters there are 3,000 marines and infantry, all 
Russians. Ceneri:l Sydowieg is in charge of tie latter, and Lieutenant. 
Colonel Crymkow is second in command. The infantry is used for suard 
service. The Cor:missariat for the Civil Administration of the Pomeranin 
Section,with the Party Co.missar Rychtaj in charre, Is here also. 


7. Schneidemuhh (Pilaj: la Schnaidemunl there are 3,000 itussians, said 
to be engaged ia the Licht agoinst A.K. and N.S-4,., and the intellirence 
service for all of Foland has its headquarters at Pila. In charge is 
af.'.U. Captain Deric, said to be a brother of the Russian Minister 
* who is reported to be in favor with headquarters in lescow. 


é. Konigsbore(KaLininrrad): There are about 3,000 marines, engineering 
troops, infantry, motorized troops, tank and air personnel here. Ceneral 
“Marshal Burzerite is in cormand with General jdamowicz as second in 
comand. Corvmandant Burke is in charge of the marines; Colonel Jielakow, 
of the infantry; and a Major Swledowski, of the air troops. There are 
about 30 Russian Star training planes here. 


9, <blar Cilbing): In Ulblar there are about 1,°00 men belonring to the 
Gomaand of Goneral larshal furzewiez. ‘wn. idamowicz is in charge of 
the post and the men are marines, motorized troops and tank divisions. 
Tt is said that agents are to be sent from here to Sweden, Denmark and 
Norway. ALL journalists are said to have beon piven orders to leave 
the Russian-cecupied Jone within 24 hours and, for the tine being, all 
newspapermen are -to be rufused admittance. The reason 7iven for this 
action is that these men have carried out intellivence assipnments in 
forbidden territory for ineland and the U.5.4. The Polish Press service 
is also to surrender,i1 the name of the Polish Sovernmont, all its 
material for censorship by the Russians. 
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
